and Vare leader in the lower chamber. |

The loan bill was defeated late yes- |
terday when it came to a vote in Com-
mon Conncil. The administration re
fused to accept an amendment offered
br the independents, paring down the |
amount provided in the loan, and whnn
the origina] measure was brought to a |
vote the Vare forces were unable to
muster the two-thirds majority needed
to paes it, .

The consensus of opinion in politieal |
circles this afternoon was that the ad-
minietration is weskening and that a |
compromise, on the basis of an amended
bill, would be effected immediately.

If this is done the bill will be brought
up again for action next Thursday,

Chairman Gaffney said that the op-
position to the lonn as it was offered to
Copneils was ascribed to the factional-
ism and partisan enmity of 8 man whom
he did not name egeept ns representing
“‘a’ small ward which needs no im-
provements''—the individual presgma -
bly being Harry Trainor.

This ‘‘enmity,"” according to Mr.
Gaffpey, was blindly followed by other
. members of Common Councll. = The
Vare leader argued that the Inde-
pendents -could find no fault with the
jtems of the loan in themselves, as the
amendment offéred did not change the
items, but merely. reduced the amounts,
The argument of the Independents
that the money called for eould not be
#pent, according to Mr. Gaffney, was
shown not to be a logical one becauss
their amendment did not cut the large
item for the Water Bureau,

' Talks of Decreases

Mr; Gaffney suggested that if the
independents were willing to restore the
full items for such improvements as ave |
peeded to permit the bullding of the|
houses the city needs, the administra-
tion forces would be willing te scale
down other items, and that the §500,000
provided for the municipal court on the
Parkway would be dropped.

Tt is believed that the agreement sug-
gested by Chairman Gaffney would have
to be reached by a serles of compro-
mises. Both factions of Common Coun-
cll are cxpected to agree to this, be-
cause the leaders of both parties have
been seeking some means of dodging the
the responsibility of defeating the
loan items which are part of the city's
housing program.

John N. McGarvey, prominent buider
and chairman of the pxecutive com-

ittee of the Philadelphia Operative

uilders’ Associntion, said today that
his committee would prepare and issue
a statement concerning the defeal of
the loan,

"We intend to take action.' raid
Mr. MeGarvey. “We are not con-
cerned whose political ox is gored. We
feel that Philadelphin has been made
tha wvictim of a factional fight. Tt is
plain that the city has been denied the
improvements it needs."’
